Tenth Anniversary 


HIS issue of LINN’S completes | 
the tenth volume of Linn’s Weekly | 


Stamp News, the first decade of 

this publication’s existence in the 
field of philatelic periodicals. On Sat- 
urday, Nov. 3, 1928, there were deposit- 
ed in the local post office the sacks con- 
taining 2000 copies of the first number, 
including over 500 copies to subscribers 
who in advance of publication had enter- 
ed their names on our subscription list. 
Publication of the new stamp paper had 
been announced at the Midwestern Phil- 
atelic Exhibition held in Cleveland the 
week of May 21, 1928. Stamp collect- 
ing in the United States was experienc- 
ing a real boom as a result of airmail 
flights and the increasing number of U. S. 
commemorative issues; new stamp clubs 
were being formed and old ones were 
taking on new life and enthusiasm. 
George Linn felt the time opportune 
to commence publication of a stamp 
paper as there were only two other 
weeklies then in the field, both of whose 
circulations together then totalled less 
than the total of LINN’S now. Mr. 
Linn had published a stamp paper as 
early as 1900, and upon taking over in 
1928 the printing plant long operated 
by his father, was once more in a posi- 
tion to tackle the philatelic publishing 
field. 

The paper was at first dated each 
Monday, the first bearing the date line 
of “Vol. I, No. 1—Columbus, Ohio, Mon- 
day, November 5, 1928—Whole No. 1.” 
For 521 consecutive weeks since then 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News has ap- 
peared, bringing the latest in stampic 
happenings to an ever larger circle of 
readers, and containing the offers of the 
moment of the stamp trade. That first 
number was just half the size of the 
present editions, the eight pages slowly 
growing to sixteen and from time to 
time spreading into twenty or twenty- 
four pages. Many who received the 
first issue are still on our subscription 
lists—and they’re as proud of it as we 
are. Typical of the letters received 
since we announced the approaching an- 
niversary is that of Wm. C. Ahlhauser 
of Milwaukee who says, “While I have 
distributed all issues after reading same, 
to various youth organizations and col- 
lector friends, I still retain Vol. I—No. 
1, dated Nov. 5, 1928. For some reason 
—“Multum in paro”— at such an ex- 
tremely low price—I kept this issue as 
a model and really wondered if your 
plan would survive. You certainly have 
worked wonders, and I want to extend 
my hearty congratulations.” Others who 
have been subscribers since Number 1 
and who have dropped us a card or let- 





ter to that effect the past few days, in-| lustration laws, the boys then being ig- 


clude R. J. Heller of New York City; 
Maurice Nathanson of Atlantic City, 
who advertised approvals back in those 
days; A. H. Albert of Hightstown, N. J.; 
W. R. King of Grand Island, Nebr.; J. 
E. Guest, Sales Manager of the A. P. S.; 
and Dr. Joseph H. Beattie of Dobbs 
Ferry, N. Y. 

M. Ohlman was advertising his 137th 
Auction Sale in the first number and 
he’s still with us, having advertised 90 
sales in that period. Arthur F. Simion- 
escu of Hackensack started out in Num- 
ber 1 and his ad then on Ic Approvals 
reads almost word for word like one 
we printed just two weeks ago for him— 
evidently LINN’S has proven a good 
advertising medium for him. Many other 
well known dealers have advertised from 
time to time over the years. 

Leafing through the first volume shows 
a surprising difference in subjects of 
the reading matter. 1928 and 1929 were 
the boom years of air mail covers and as 
there were then more collectors of these 
than of any other group, news items on 
such sendings predominated. Naval 
covers had not yet come to be of much 
interest. The U. S. was just getting 
really under way in issuing commemora- 
tives. The third issue of the paper an- 
nounced the new 2c and Sc Interna- 
tional Civil Aeronautics Conference 
stamps and a coming air mail stamped 
envelope. First day cover collecting 
was starting to catch the collector’s 
fancy and use of cacheted envelopes was 
still far from general. Lindbergh ma- 
terial was very much in the fore, the 
aviator then being active in inaugurat- 
ing various international routes. 

Circulation to paid subscribers topped 
1,000 with the issue of January 21, 1929, 
and a week later the paper appeared in 
larger format, being now a 12 page affair. 
As circulation increased, so did the num- 
ber of columnists and occasional con- 
tributors. Adolf Gunesch was then one 
of the foremost collectors of precancels 
but hadn’t started to deal in them. In 
June he resigned as Precancel Editor 
due to lack of time to attend to it and 
in September we see the announcement 
that for $50,000 he had bought the 
enormous Fred Raff accumulation of 
precancels. Ralph Kimble, now Editor 
of the American Philatelist, became New 
Issues Editor following the withdrawal 
of Eugene Costales due to illness. Plate 
number collectors were increasing in 
number rapidly and much space was 
given the bicolored 2c George Rogers 
Clark and the search for all combina- 
tions of its plates. 

Agitation was on for more lenient il- 





norant of the fact (not revealed until 
recently) that the illustration laws of 
the time did not prohibit illustrations 
of used U. S. or foreign stamps. Then 
and indeed for the next ten years stamp 
papers had to be content to illustrate 
only a fraction of the frame of U. S. 
stamps. 

In January, 1932, the circulation went 
over the 10,000 mark and kept on climb- 
ing. In September, 1933, it topped 
18,000 and a few weeks later on the 
fifth anniversary of the paper it reached 
20,000, highest circulation ever reached 
by any philatelic periodical at that time. 
Equipment of the plant was however 
taxed to capacity and no attempts were 
made to increase this number and the 
next several years saw no great effort 
made along this line since many of the 
subscribers were 5-year subscribers. 

In 1933 we started using colored cov- 
ers on special numbers and for a while 
on each number, which while adding 
to the outward appearance of the paper, 
actually did not increase the value of the 
contents to subscribers. Since then we 
have made equal effort to increase the 
interest in the paper, with the thought 
that such would be appreciated more 
than a showy cover. We'll surprise you 
though, one of these days. 

Until April 1937, George Linn had 
handled all the editorial work as well 
as the advertising but the volume had 
grown so that it became too much for 
one man to handle, though he frequent- 
ly worked nights answering correspond- 
ents in order to keep abreast of things. 
Following the moving into the new 
building in April of last year, Don 
Houseworth of St. Joseph, Mo., came 
to Columbus as Editor, Mr. Linn con- 
tinuing as Managing Editor but devot- 
ing his time principally to the adver- 
tising and the superintending of the 
manufacturing end of the publishing 
business. Early in October Mr. House- 
worth returned to St. Joseph to work 
as a feature writer of the daily paper of 
that city and the present Editor, Robert 
Richardson, a printer at Akron, Ohio, 
came to Columbus to assume the edi- 
torial post. Contributing editors include 
Ray Shepard, Secretary of Linprint, 
who writes the New Issues page; Ken- 
neth Gierhart of Baltimore, Ohio, who 
is precancel columnist; a New York 
dealer who writes weekly notes on the 
stamp trade, New York City; and Fred- 
erick W. Horton who supplies a weekly 
column on the latest naval cachets and 
cancellations. In addition a host of 
correspondents supply occasional notes,

Panama Constitutions 


The Philadelphia Bank Note Company 
is reported to have received an order 
from the Republic of Panama for a 
series of ten stamps to commemorate the 
Sesquicentennial of the Constitution of 
the United States. The New York 
Times reports they will be 1% inches 
square, picturing in their natural colors 
the flags of both countries and including 
in the design the Statue of Liberty and 
the tower of the ruined cathedral of old 
Panama City. All will have the same 
design, the only change being addition 
of an airplane to the airmail varieties. 
Values for regular postage are Ic, 3c, 5c, 
12c, and 15c. Those in the airmail set 
include 7c, 8c, 15c, 50c and 1 balboa. 
Quantities range from 10,000 to 300,000 
of each.

Peru wal ean Start An- 
other Map Stamp War 


With Honduras and Nicaragua cur- 
recently negotiating for a peaceful settle- 
ment of their boundary dispute which 
flamed anew with last year’s map 
stamps; and Paraguay and Bolivia dis- 
posing of their Chaco troubles of the 
same nature, it looked like the map 
stamp wars were all settled. Early this 
year Ecuador issued a postal tax stamp 
of 5 centavos denomination having for 
its design a map which includes as “Ecu- 
ador” all the territory within the rough 
triangle formed by the Maranon and 
Putumayo (Ica) Rivers, despite the fact 
that part of this is claimed by Colombia 
and almost three-quarters of the entire

area shown on the stamp as “Ecuador” 
is claimed by Peru. In fact, Peru 
claims all territory except a strip along 
the Pacific less than 200 miles wide, and 
backing up this claim is the 10 centavos 
red stamp just issued by Peru which 
shows a road map of the republic, and 
which includes all of the disputed terri- 
tory as “Peru,” making Ecuador look 
very small indeed on the stamp. 

Dispatches of recent months have re- 
corded clashes in the disputed territory, 
though casualties have been few. Set- 
tlements in the district are very few, 
the rivers being the only means of com- 
munication, and the inhabitants for the 
most part half-civilized Indians with no 
desire to be ruled by either country. 
Probably the only reason fighting on a 
major scale has not occurred is because 
of the jungle-like character of most of 
the area, and that neither country is 
equipped to carry on hostilities on a 
large scale. Peru however is one of the 
leading naval powers of South America 
and by that means may cow its small 
neighbor into giving up its claims to 
this disputed terrain. Since the 10c 
Peruvian is used on foreign mail to make 
the single letter rate, and the Ecuador- 
ian semi-postal stamp must be used on 
all letters, these two stamps can be ex- 
pected to stir up a lot of trouble when 
afriving in each other’s mails.

The stamp was de- 
signed by William A. Roach, the por 
trait being engraved by Frederick Pauld- 
ing and the lettering being engraved by 
Alton Payne. 





























The 19c Hayes was designed by Rob- 
ert L. Miller, Jr., using a Presidential 


medal as source of portrait. Charles A. 
Brooks engraved the portrait and G. L. 
Huber engraved the lettering. 

William A. Roach also designed the 
20c Garfield, using a Presidential medal 
to obtain the bust. Chas A. Brooks al- 
so engraved the portrait of this die and 
James T. Vail engraved the lettering.

The runners turned their bicycles 
upside down and held sticks against the 
revolving spokes. The rattling noise in- 
stead of frightening the lions away, 
made them curious, and all six runners 
were obliged to climb trees and remain 
in them for six hours.”

| On the first day of issue of the 14c 
Pierce stamp on October 6 at Washing- 
ton, D. C., 124,596 copies of the stamp 
were sold, a total of $17,443.44 and 
49,819 first day covers were cancelled. 
For the first time the Department is 
announcing the number of covers bear- 
ing blocks of four and of this stamp 
there were sent 2,538 such covers (which 
was included in the above total). Of 
the 15c Buchanan, on its first day on 
October 13 there were 52,209 covers 
sent, of which 4,120 carried blocks of 


four. Total number of 15c stamps sold 
that day was 108,723, amounting to 
$16,308.45. The report of this stamp is 


unusual in that it represents an increase 
of the same proportion as is the usual 
drop in number of covers sent as each 
higher value appears. The 14c figures 
represent roughly 9,000 fewer covers than 
were sent of the 13c.

An announcement of the 
Canadian Post Office Dept. now states 
that a double-size 13c stamp will be is- 
sued throughout the Dominion on No- 
vember 15. Printed in ultramarine, it 
will portray the entrance to the harbor of 
Halifax, Nova Scotia.

Covers, fully addressed, should be 
sent to the District Director of Postal 
Services, Ottawa, enclosing with them a 
money order payable to the Receiver 
General of Canada for the stamps you 
wish affixed. They warn that care should 
be used in addressing the envelopes so 
that sufficient space is allowed for affix- 
ing the new stamps, particularly if blocks 
are desired. Orders for mint stamps must 
be sent separately to the Philatelic Di- 
vision, Financial Branch, P. O. Dept., 
Ottawa. Collectors in Canada may ob- 
tain the new stamp on the first day at 
any of the larger offices, but other than 
at Ottawa covers will not be serviced.

Okay, America . Let’s tune from 


the Philippines! 





Unexpected rise in catalog values of 


the 22 Mayon Volcano and 2c airmail | 


(Scott 354 & 601) sent collectors and 
dealers here on a wild-goose hunt for 
these two items. According to Scott 
Advance Sheets these are to be listed in 
1939 at $1 and 50c (mint) respectively. 

Whether the recent eruption of the 
Mayon Volcano, “the most perfect cone 
in the world” and the present air-con- 
sciousness of the people in these Islands 
are reflected in these booming prices, the 
idea current among observers here is that 
the boys in New York are beginning to 
understand that “sweet potatoes” is not 
one of the important crops of the Philip- 
pines. Are y-o-u 1-i-s-t-e-n-i-n-g New 
Vouk? ... 





Add this to your philatelic problems. 
The new “O. B.” stamps with the “Com- 
monwealth” overprint were received late 
in August by the Bureau of Posts, and 
released on Sept. 8. Values are 4, 6, 8, 
10, 12, 16, 26 and 30. Total issue, 70,000. 
For distribution among the various Com- 
monwealth Government Departments, 
50,000; while 20,000 remained at the 
Philippine Philatelic Agency in Washing- 
ton, D. C. 





In some ways, it would be dishearten- 
ing for American collectors as to the 
character of its release. For while 20,000 
sets were left at Washington, they will 
not be put on sale until further advice 
from the Philippine postal authorities. 
Personally, such a policy seems ridicu- 
lous, but as a matter of government 
routine, this has to be adhered to accord- 
ing to the Bureau of Posts. 





_What stirred some comments in Philip- 
pine philatelic circles was the SPA poster 
Stamp this year, as the striking picture 
on it depicting George Washington 
mounted on his white charger, is an 


exact replica of the 5-Peso current issue 
|of the Philippines (Scott 396). 





| The third stampless cover to appear in 
the Philippines during the American re- 
gime was that released by the Commis- 
sion of Census, a government department 
created by the Philippine Commonwealth 
to take the present census of these 
Islands. To collectors of stampless cov- 
ers it might be of interest to note that 
all official letters emanting from the 
various departments of the Philippine 
Government are always franked with 
O.B. (Official Business) stamps, except 
those from the Bureau of Posts and the 
office of the U. S. War Department in 
Manila. Then, too, as the Commission 
of Census is not a permanent depart- 
ment (it will be dissolved after taking 
the present census of the Philippines) in 
all likelihood the stampless covers which 
emanate from this particular government 
department will have a good future in 
days to come. 





The 2c Rizal Jubilees (Scott 402) are 
already exhausted, while stocks of the 20c 
Special Delivery, current issue (Scott 
455), are running low, according to 
Amando Marquez, Chief of the Philatelic 
Section, Bureau of Posts. 





Colonel Juan Calvo, one of the aviators 
of the ARNACAL flight in 1936 (Manila- 
Madrid) has some plans of making a 
goodwill hop from the Philippines to 
Japan, according to friends close to him. 
Just when this flight will materialize, at 
the time of writing (Sept. 13), is still a 
matter of wide speculation. 





Again, the water buffalo .. . The “Fly- 
ing Tamaraw.” As proposed design for 
the new Philippine airpost stamps, it 
seems this has already been shelved, as 
from reliable sources it was revealed 
that stocks of the present airmails of the 
Philippines will last for ten years! 











The first Airmail Exhibition in the 
Philippines will be held on February 17 
to 19 of next year in the city of Manila. 
According to its rules and regulations, 
persons of any nationalities can submit 
exhibits. This airmail exhibition is being 
conducted by the Philippine Air Mail. 
Society, Chapter No. 13 of the American 
Air Mail Society. For prospectus, address 
the Secretary of the Philippine Air Mail 
Exhibition, P. O. Box 716, Manila, Phil- 
ippines. 





A new shipment of the 1-Peso Baraso- 
ain Church (Scott 421) current issue was 
received late in August by the Bureau of 
Posts. The striking features on these 
stamps are the conspicuous place and 
small letters of the “Commonwealth” 
overprint in comparison with the issues 
of 1936 and 1937. Collectors here were 
quoted as saying that the boys at the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing are 
getting somewhere. 





The Philippines have ordered the 
“Commonwealth” overprint on all of 
their stamps except the Postage Dues. 


While China and Japan are still biting 
each other on the present “undeclared 
war,” strangely enough, on July 17 at 
the annual convention of the Asociacion 
Filatelica de Filipinas, there were seen a 
Chinese and a Jap sitting side by side at 
the luncheon table, eating and drinking, 
chatting and smiling, talking and laugh- 
ing—all about stamps and stamp collect- 
ing. Which shows that the Kingdom of 
Philatelia is still safe for democracy and 
free from political hydrophobia. 





A Japanese stamp club has not as yet 
been established in the Philippine Islands. 
Taking a lead, however, the Chinese 
community in Manila organized the Far 
Eastern Philatelic Society on August 21, 
with Generalissimo Chiang Kai Shek, as 
one of their Honorary Members. Dr. G. 
C. Wee, a young Chinese doc and a mem- 
ber of the APS, SPA and AAMS, is 
the president.

REPAIRS 


Far be it from me to tell anyone what 
to collect or what not to collect, for I 
will stop and look at your button collec- 
tion, book match covers or what have 
you. But I think the ordinary collector 
who has only a few hours a week to 
spend with his collection and a few dol- 
lars at a time on it will derive a greater 
amount of pleasure if he sticks to straight 
collecting. As could be expected the del- 
icate type used on the B-11 and B-13 
style of bureau prints breaks very easily 
and in order to keep the plates in a re- 
spectable condition repairs must be made 
quite often. Of course the towns using 
a large number of stamps generally have 
the greater number of repairs made on 
their plates. In filling in the missing 
bars, letters and periods it is almost 
impossible to make the repaired places 
unnoticeable. The student of such things 
can easily identify such repairs. There 
is one thing that must be said in favor 
of repairs and that is they are just the 
opposite of BREAKS, there really is 
something there. A nice array of repair 
illustrations is found in the Sept.-Oct. 
Optimist. We hear and see illustrations 
of newly found breaks and repairs in al- 
most every edition of a precancel maga- 
zine which leads us to wonder if some 
fine day as soon as the new Presidentials 
are installed that the bureau will not try 
out a different type of letter for precan- 
celling that will stand the wear and tear 
a little better. I don’t believe that there 
was a single repair in the old type buros. 
There were some breaks, it is true, but 
I don’t think they were as numerous as 
in the B-11 style. So to the average 
collector I advise leaving the REPAIRS 
to those who have unlimited time to 
study them and a large amount of ma- 
terial to work with. Save what repairs 
come your way but don’t make it tough 
for yourself trying to get them all and on 
every denomination they are known to 
exist on.

Hiler Missing 


Jacques Abelow of New York City for- 
wards us a photostat of a report by the 
London, England, police on their inves- 
tigation of E. L. Hiler against whom 
numerous complaints had been received 
regarding orders for Coronations. Mr. 
Hiler, they say, is an American and left 
in June of this year for Holland and that 
in July the Home Office issued an 
order refusing permission for him to re- 
turn to the United Kingdom because of 
his “dubious business activities.” Though 
he traded under the name of Frank La- 
cey, actually Lacey was Hiler’s employee 
receiving a small salary for his services 
as a sort of secretary and use of his 
name. Following Lacey’s death he traded 
under the name of his new Secretary, 
Miss Dorothy Cornish, as well as his own. 
Miss Cornish obtained a judgment in 
June for back salary but Hiler left the 
country before it could be served.
